The 
reinforcements for the regiment have 
heen provided largely from drafts 
raised by various Canadian universi- 
ties and colleges 

Under the new territorial plan, just 
evolved, drafts from Ottawa and dis- 
trict will go to the Seventh Reserve 
Battalion overseas and reinforee- 
ments from it will go to the Princess 
Patricias, and the Thirty -eighth 
Overseas Battalion which was also 
raised in Ottawa, and which spent

G. W. Craig Tells Edmonton Men 
About New Bridge Over 
Bow at Calgary 


G. W. Craig, engineer to the city 
of Calgary, gave a most interesting 
uddress on the subject of the new 


bridge over the Bow river at Calgary, 
before the meeting of the Edmonton 
branch of the Canadian Engineers’ 
Society on Wednesday night. 

This bridge, which provides an 
avenue for traffic between two parts 
of the city of Calgary, is located at 
Centre street, and connects a resi- 
déntial section lying north of the 
river and 120 feet above, 
business portion on the south side of 
the river. The roadway has a maxi- 
mum grade of 3.85 per cent with a 
minimum width of 42 feet on the 
bridge, and provides for two lines of 


street car traffic and contains two 
sidewalks each 7 feet wide. A low- 


level roadway, slung from the bridge 
deck, provides for highway traffic to 
a residential section lying on the plain 


north of the river, while a side hill! 


eut provides a means of communica- 
tion between the low and_ hill levels 
north and west of the bridge, The 
Bow river is about 500 feet wide at 
the bridge site. The design is of the 
marched type having an excellent ap- 
pearance, and the materials used in 
construction were concrete and steel, 
The total cost of the improvement, in- 
cluding $34,000 for condemnation and 
right of way, was $400,000. The 
work of construction upon the bridge 
began in April, 1915, and was com- 
pleted in 1916. In June, 1915, the Bow 
river went into flood reaching a peak 
on the 26th. On this day the tempor- 
ary bridge used as a traffic way dur-

One of these is to relieve the owner 
of a car which has been stolen from 
the responsibility for any accident 
which the person stealing the car may 
eause, provided the owner can prove 
that the car was taken without his 
knowledge. The second amendment 
will give each city in the province 
power to pass its own legislation re- 
garding the regulation of motor 
vehicular traffic on its streets, which 
will, it is belleved, result in more 
reasonable and more satisfactory con- 
trol of the conduct of motor drivers in 
relation to the street car traffic An 
amendment will also be submitied to 
permit increase of fhe spéed limit of 


cars on bridges and approaches to 
them from six miles an hour to ten 
miles, while the fourth change is in 


regard to the regulation of head-lights 


by which motorists will be made to 
arrange their lights so that they will 
not extend beyond seventy-five feet 
ahead of the car, nor more than forty- 
two inches from the ground. This will 
entirely eliminate the blinding glare 
; Which at present makes driving so 
; unpleasant and dangerous. This is a 
regulation which will afford great re- 
lief to farmers and others using the 
narrow Country roads,

at last night's meeting, and which will 
be prosecuted vigorously.

BULGARS MURDER 
MONASTIR PFOPLE 
WITH GAS SHELLS 


Corfu, Greece, March 20, 
via London, March 21.— 
Asphyxiating gas bombs 
thrown into the open city of 
Monastir by the Bulgarians 
in their violent bombardment 
of March 17 killed more than 
60 civilians, including 25 wo- 
men and children, according 
to the Serbian press bureau. 
Nearly 20 others, mostly wo- 
men and children, were killed 
by shelifire. The bureau has 
received the following from 
Saloniki: 

‘According to supplement- 
ary reports the exact number 
of the victims of the terrible 
bombardment of the open 
town of Monastir by the Bul- 
garians on March 17 was: 
Killed, five old men, nine wo- 
men, five children; wounded, 
two old men, two women; 
killed by asphyxiating gas, 
six old men, 25 women, 31 

‘children; suffering from ef. 
fects of gas, 61; who are not 
expected to recover.’

In a Grea. Lone Lan 


ARE IN PERILS 
OFTEN, BUT JOY 
IS IN HEARTS 


Intrepid Leaders Carry Mission of 
- Larger Life to the Far 
North 


In the year 1858, a lone Anglican 
missionary, by devious routes, trav- 
eled over a considerable part of what 
is now known as the Peace River 
Country. The further he went, the 
deeper became the vision of the im- 
mense service his church could ren- 
der to the cause of humanity by send- 
ing in missionaries to cover what they 
could of the great field. He saw the 
evils which would result from neglect 
of the young, educationally and mor- 
ally, and was impressed with the need 
of medica] assistance. 

He therefore took a careful survey 
of the field, its extent, the difficulty of 
transport, the possibility of mission- 
aries sustaining themselves by gar- 
dens, etec., and from what he saw on 
that memorable trip he justly con- 
cluded that men with energy enough 
could do great work in preparation 
for the more numerous settlers who 
would arrive in the not then distant 
future, 

With these matters clearly before 
his mind he wended his way back to 
civilization and outlined to. the 
church authorities what he had seen 
and felt. He suggested the establish- 
ment of church schools in the more 
populous settlements, and the sending 
out also of men with a little smatter- 
ing of medicine to help the sick. His 
story of the great lone land, with its 
pressing needs, and the utter lack of 
the only things that can make life 
really worth the living, drew forth in- 
stant response, and soon workers, for 
the purpose of opening schools and 
to act as traveling preachers of the 
gospel, were proceeding down streams 
and across portages with necessary 
equipment.

One of the first of these schools to 
be opened was Chipewyan, where at 
present Bishop Lucas has his head- 
quarters, and where the Rey. C. H.

EDITORIAL 


Most important of the amend. 


ments being sought to the city 
charter are those proposing to 
change the system of taxation. 
The purpose of this proposed 


change is to enable the city to get 
money with which to ‘‘earry on”’ 
and meet its obligations, which 
there was little or no hope of it be- 
ing able to do from the taxation of 
non-productive real estate. Inci- 
dental results of the proposed 
changes would be to make every 
voter a toxpayer, which obviously 
ought to be the ease; and to bring 
the system a step nearer to the 
ideal one under. whieh every par- 
ticipator in the benefits of expen- 
diture would contribute in pro- 
portion to his means. The Muni- 
cipal Law Committee of the 
Legislature has taken upon itself 
the responsibility of refusing to 
allow the list of amendments com- 
prising this change of system to 
go before the Legislature intact. 


That is a decision to be very 


much regretted, and one which 
the tax-payers of the city will 


have just cause to resent. If in- 
corporation as a city means any 
thing it should surely mean that 
the people answerable for its debts 
he given a wide measure of liberty 
in choosing how they ean best 
raise the money needed to meet 
their obligations and to carry on 
the ordinary activities of the city 
rovernment, A legislature, it 
night be supposed, would only 
exercise its authority to interfere 
in this domestic problem of a self 
supporting community for grave 
reason, In this case the gravity 
of the situation ealled, not for in- 
terferenee, but for non-interfer 
ence. The city council, with full 
knowledge of the city’s financial 
position, decided that the some- 
what radical alteration in the 
taxation system outlined in these 
amendments was necessary to en- 
able the city to pay its debts and 
carry on business. In undertak- 
ing to say that, whether right or 
wrong, the city shall be refused 
power to adopt the recommenda- 
tion of the men elected to govern 
it the Municipal Law Committee 
makes itself responsible for the re- 
sults of this refusal, may be pro- 
perly held accountable for the 
difficulties thereby thrown in the 
way of the effort to get the city 
baex on a sound financial basis, 
and. is directly to blame for per- 
petuating a taxation system which 
penalizes one man for the benefit 
of another. 


The amendments sanctioned by 
the committee permit the eity to 
assess buildings and improve- 
ments, and to levy taxes on busi- 
nesses and occupations. But the 
clause authorizing a poll tax on 
those paying no other taxes was 
struck out; thus eontinuing the 
principle that a non tax-payer 
shall be allowed to say how much 
taxes his tax-paying neighbor 
shall have to provide, and block- 
ing the wholesome idea that 
all who vote should contribute 
something and thereby aequire a 
personal coneern in the purposes 
and methods of expenditure. The 
clause proposing an income tax 
shared the same fate; thus saving 
the iman who hoards money or in- 
vests if in stocks or bonds or other 
invisible forms of wealth from hav- 
ing to contribute his just share, 
and throwing his burden upon 
those who have put their money 
into real estate or buildings or im- 
provements or business enter- 
prises. Power to levy a tax on 
the inerement of land values was 
also denied the city; the only eom- 
prehensible conclusion being that 
this form of taxation is to be kept 
as a monopoly of the  provinee. 
The most regrettable feature of 
the incident is that for the rejee- 
tion of these amendments no 
tolerable reason was given, or 
even suggested, or seemed to be 
considered necessary. The com- 
mittee simply functioned as a 
guillotine, eut them off, and left 
the city to stand the consequences,
